The long louked for uceession of the Emperor 
of Obina took place at Peking-on the 23rd of 
this month, or the 26th day of the let moon ot 
the 12th year of his reign, when ho bimeelf was 
reokined by Ubinede usage to -be 18 yeurs of 
‘age, but wag really only 16 years and 10 months 
old. He is the only son of the Emperor whose 
reign was known as Hienfung,-rgenerally mise 
taken for his personal name—and is the eighth 
sovereign ‘of the Munohu (or Tsing) ‘dynnsty. 
His, personal name of Leat-shun is considercd 
too .aacred to be used, aud be will ba generally 
known abroad ‘by the name of Zung-chi, ie, 
United, Sway, the desiguation by which the 
yeurs of his réign are called, In expectation of 
tho approaching neccssion to sovereignty, and 
to dv honor ‘to: the ocension, Peking has bad’ 
or eeveral weeks a large deputation of Mougo- 
lian princed:with their families, aud many hioch 
Fh, or Living Biddbas, githered from all the 
clans ‘and aineaks scattered over the wido region.
